There arc aboiit 8,000,000 gallons In 
storage now. all sealed under govern- 
ment supervision.

It ha,-; been the tendency àl many 
collegeg to stifle indindualism. so as to 
establish a so-called college spirit. Too 
much stre.ss iK laid upon the attainment 
of group feeling, and uncon.scioufily in- 
dividualihrn if, submerged. Particularly 
is this true of the "college town" univer- 
sity, where the day is practically ma])ped 
out for the student, and he "foIJows the 
crowd" from morning to night. Men who 
eee each other from day to day, ai-e bound 
to take on some common characteristics. 
But when the men in oui' universities begin 
ip lo,se theii- individual identity, and be- 
come insignificant unit» in the undergrad- 
uate i>ody. obviously the universities are 
not .sf'.rving their primary purpo.se.
